One of the services that has. in 
a measure, been socialized, is elec­

power. 
No 
statem ent 
was 
m ade that socialization was intend­ 
ed; 
such slogans as 
“TVA’’ or 
“ Flood Control'’ or “ Rural Elec­ 
trification’’ were employed. In this 
article. I am not going to discuss 
the virtues of the effort, but the 
methods of accomplishment. 


THE ASSUMPTION of the Brit­ 
ish Socialists has been that the 
British people are sufficiently m a­ 
ture to understand a program ; the 
assumption of the American so­ 
cializers has been that the A m er­ 
ican people, being politically im ­ 
m ature. preferring circuses to ide­ 
as. need to be fooled into doing 
what is good for them. 
The “ Flood Control Act of 1944 ", 
which is a socializing m easure, we 
are now' told, requires that m uni­ 
cipalities. other public authorities, 
and co-operatives created 
under 
Rural Electrification Acts, be giv­ 
en preference in the distribution of 
public-owned power facilities. How­ 
ever, we are not being told that 
what is m eant by “ public power" 
are those facilities built by arm y 
engineers as incidental to 
reser­ 
voir projects for flood control pur­ 
poses . 
Even the TVA was created to 
regulate the stream flow', p rim a r­ 
ily for the purpose of promoting 
navigation and controlling floods. 
The production of electric power 
was 
to 
be 
incidental. 
Actually, 
TVA is a socialized power project, 
competing with and tending to ab­ 
sorb privatelv-ow'ned powder. In the 
great debate on this subject, In 
which 
Wendell 
Willkie 
defended 
private power, the government de­ 
nied the socializing character of 
TVA. 


ment. But our politicians were tak­ 
ing no risks of that kind. T hey 
packaged 
their 
socialistic 
inten­ 
tions in the beautiful colors of pre­ 
serving private enterprise from the 
ravages of revolution. 
They shifted the costs from the 
erection of government-owned pow­ 
er to such items as flood control, 
navigation, etc. The com parative 
costs between privately-owned and 
government-owned power projects 
are falsified by not including inter­ 
est charges df the equivalent of 
federal, state and local taxes which 
the private company has to pay 
and the governm ent project does 
not have to pay. The Treasury of 
the United States, and therefore 
the taxpayer, 
absorbs 
losses, 
if 
any, in the government project. 
Maybe the people want it that 
way, but it never was explained to 
the people that this was a move­ 
m ent in the direction of socializ­ 
ing a great industry and putting 
the cost of its 
operation on 
the 
taxpayer. At the present time, such 
an effort at socialization is being 
m ade with power developed 
on 
the Niagara River, where private 
enterprise has been operating for 
50 years. 
For 30 years, the privately-own­ 
ed hydroelectric companies on the 
N iagara River have sought to ex­ 
pand their facilities, but were in­ 
hibited by our treaties with C ana­ 
da 
concerning 
w ater 
diversion. 
Now that that has been arranged, 
the federal governm ent has seized 
upon the plans of these 
private 
companies and proposes to socia­ 
lize them —but without the packag­ 
ing of flood control, irrigation, nav­ 
igation. etc. This is a straight out- 
and-out plan for socialization. 
Here is an instance concerning 
which the people can m ake a de­ 
cision 
Do they want socialization 
or not? Do they desire a duplicate 
governm ent operation which can, 
by the elimination of tax factors, ! 
put privately-owned operations on 
a non-competitive basis, thus de­ 
stroying the property values of an 
existing system of pow'er provi­ 
sion. 
And. of course, the cost of 
the effort would have to be loaded 
on the taxpayer. 
I have simplified the issue by 
eliminating the double-talk of the 
socializers.

It is interesting to recall now that the cynics

They knew what the public overlooks—that in­ 
dignation bv Itself can accomplish nothing All 
that counts is effort—the painstaking p re p ara­ 
tion of evidence two in convictions, the consis­ 
tent encouragem ent of clean officials, and the 
courage required of the public at large to stand 
up for a code of m orals which might prove un- 
eom fortably stiff for the public, itself.

isn’t going to be achieved merely 
by changing the type of collector 
of internal revenue from a politi­ 
cally-appointed officer to a person 
chosen through the Civil Service. 


Approval of the President's or­ 
ganization plan by Congress is a 
step in the right direction, but it 
doesn’t come to grips with the 
real issue—the lack of integrity 
which is being disclosed in some 
' places high and low in govern­ 
ment. 
To imply that a politically-ap­ 
pointed official cannot be honest 
in handling the nation’s tax reve­ 
nues is in a sense to indict politics 
as a whole, and also the indivi­ 
duals appointed by a President of 
the United States and confirmed 
by the Senate. To imply, on the j 
other hand, that only Civil Service 
appointees will be honest is to ig­ 
nore some of the recent revela­ 
tions concerning irregularities on 
the part of ca rre er personnel, too. 


AT BEST the adm inistration has 
striven to do something about the 
scandals, if only to change the set­ 
up to m eet a popularclamor. But 
the logic which says that collec­ 
tors of internal revenue m ust not j 
be politically-appointed argues also 
for the abolition of political ap­ 
pointments for U. S. attorneys, fed­ 
eral judges, and a host of officials 
who serve the federal government 
in local areas. 
The answer for the moment per­ 
haps is to abolish the political ap­ 
pointment of collectors of internal 
revenue, but the iong-range answer 
is to find out the reasons why the 
men who indulged in the fixing of 
tax cases succumbed to tem pta­ 
tion, and how it happened that 
such men were appointed in the 
first place. 
It will be of increasing im port­ 
ance to devise better ways and 
means of screening applicants for 
political office. Whether the pres­ 
ent 
administration 
continues 
in 
power or a new’ one comes in, 
enough has been disclosed to pub­ 
lic view about irregularities in v ar­ 
ious government agencies to raise 
sharply the issue of morality as 
well 
as 
ethics 
in 


legislated, but the present furor 
over abuse of governmental power 
will have a salutary result by re a ­ 
son of the publicity given to the 
various ways by which political in­ 
fluence has been exerted. 


TOO MANY PERSONS in public 
life have fallen victim to the easy 
rationalization that “ politics is pol­ 
itics" and that certain standards 
of conduct required in private life 
can be disregarded when there is 
a political issue or governmental 
action involved. 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
of course, ought to be an independ­ 
ent agency of the government, like 
the Office of the Comptroller Gen­ 
eral. It should not be beholden to 
either the President, or the secre­ 
tary of the T reasury, or any ad­ 
ministration. Plans to create such 
an independent agency have been 
the subject of various bills intro­ 
duced in Congress, and there have 
been objections expressed to the 
proposal on 
the ground that it 
might lead to arbitrariness in in­ 
terpreting tax laws. But if this de­ 
velops. it will then become the 


duty of Congress to write tax laws 
that are not ambiguous. 
The relationship between the tax­ 
payer and the government is one 
that requires not m erely fairness 
and equity on the part of the Bu­ 
reau of Internal Revenue, but also 
an honest attitude on the part of 
the citizen toward his taxpaying 
obligations. 
While 
“ avoidance" 
of 
taxes 
through the use of proper deduc­ 
tions is lawful and the principle 
of "avoidance’’ has been upheld by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, it is the “ evasion" of clear­ 
cut tax obligations without any dis­ 
closure of taxable 
moneys 
that 
stands out in the bulk of the cases 
that come up for presecution. 
To fail to prosecute evasion by 
succumbing to political influence 
is as dishonest as to steal govern­ 
m ent funds for one’s own use. If 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
were independent and possessed its 
own m achinery for prosecuting tax 
cases, 
much 
of 
the

to 
use political 
influence would 
stopped in its tracks.

NEW YORK P —'Three budgets 
cause trouble. 
I. The family budget you set for 
your wife. Often this so depresses 
her that she buys a new dress— 
quite rightly, of course—to regain 
her lost morale. 
2 The federal budget the Presi­ 
dent sets before Congress. The re­ 
sulting battle usually rages for 
months. 
3. The company budget the finan­ 
ce officers set for the foremen. 
All too often this becomes a signal 
for undeclared w arfare in the fac­ 
tory. 
Budgets are being used more and 
more and more by business m an­ 
agement. They aim at forecasting 
sales, costs, and the tax load, and 
then setting factor or departm ent 
goals for production and operating 
rules for keeping m anufacturing 
I costs down. Budgets are drawn up 
by corporation controllers—slide- 
rule boys who take the long, statis­ 
tical view, and are concerned with 
keeping the company books in the 
black. 
But budgets may backfire when 
workers, foremen and supervisors 
—the ones who make the company 
products—resent them as m eans of 
exerting m anagem ent pressure. 
One foreman in a plant using the 
budget system says: “ I keep from 
showing these figures to my wor­ 
kers. If I give them the heat with 
this budget stuff they’ll blow their 
top.” 
To which a company finance of­ 
ficer replies: ‘‘There is need for 
more pressure. I think man is in­ 
herently lazy. People need to I e 


needled a bit, to make budgets 
more effective.” 
This problem of human relations 
is studied today in a survey of 
plants using budgets. The School 
of Business and Public adm inistra­ 
tion of Cornell University made the 
survey for the Controllership foun­ 
dation. 
The report shows the widespread 
resentm ent—and suggests ways of 
ironing out misunderstandings. 
Controllers see budgets as a wa> 
to improve perform ance and to dis­ 
cover inconsistencies, errors and 
weakness—and to report these to 
top m anagem ent. Many foremen, 
quite naturally, resent this as a 
form of tattling. 
When budgets go sour, the sur­ 
vey finds, controllers are likely to 
blame “ the forem en’s lack of in­ 
terest. lack of education and mis­ 
understanding or m istrust of bud­ 
gets.” 
Factory supervisors, on the other 
hand, see budgets as something 
which “ may arouse fear, resent­ 
ment. hostility and aggression’’ by 
employes and thus lead to de­ 
creased production.

WASHINGTON UP — The Penta­ 
gon is alm ost as anxious as the 
politicians over Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower s plans. 
If and when he returns home, 
the Pentagon will have to recom ­ 
mend a successor as suprem e com­ 
m ander of Allied powers in Europe 
and also make other changes in 
the NATO command. 
Washington 
talk 
today 
puts 
heavy em phasis on the possibility 
of Gen. Matthew Ridgway. United 
Nations com m ander in the Far 
East, succeeding to any vacancy 
that m ay develop in the top Euro­ 
pean command. 
But by no m eans ruled out are 
several other American generals, 
including Eisenhower s chief depu­ 
ty. Gen. Alfred M, Gruenther. 
Ridgway* 
prom inent 
position 
among those speculated on as an 
Eisenhower successor appears bas­ 
ed on two prim ary factors: A bril­ 
liant record in World W ar II as a 
field com m ander plus the exper­ 
ience gained since he becam e com­ 
m ander last sum m er of the U. N.i 
forces fighting the Communists in 
Korea. 
His F ar Eastern service also has 
provided him, say his advocates, 
with the seasoning needed in the 
political part of a dual m ilitary- 
political assignm ent like the Euro­ 
pean post. 
Gruenther, 
a 
close 
personal 
friend of Eisenhower, has a repu­ 
tation as a far-sighted planner and 
strategist. He has been called the 
“ brains of the A rm y/' But Gruen- 
ther's prospects for succeeding to 
the European command are handi­ 
capped by the fact he has never 
held a m ajor field command, al­ 
though he had a big hand in plot­ 
ting strategy during World War II 
as a chief of staff. 
Officials here refuse to consider 
seriously any possibility that a non- 
American m ight be named to the 
suprem e command if Eisenhower 
leaves. They base their reasoning 
on the thought that the United 
States is providing large amounts 
of monev and substantial forces for 
the defense of West Europe and 
therefore should have the com­ 
m and of NATO forces.

TVA is a socialized power project, 
com peting with and tending to ab- 
.sorb priv ately-owmed power. In the

^ TVA. 


TH E QUESTION that arises here 
is the confidence of gov ernm ent in 
the 
people. 
If 
the 
gov ernm ent 
frank ly adm itted w hat it intended 
to do, the people m ight hav e sup­ 
ported the position of the gov ern­ 
m ent. But our politicians were ta k ­ 
ing no risk s of that k ind. They 
pack aged 
Iheir 
socialistic 
inten­ 
tions in the beautiful colors of p re­ 
serv ing priv ate enterprise from the 
rav ages of rev olution. 
They shifted the costs from the 
erection of gov ernment-owned pow­ 
er to such Items as flood control, 
nav igation, etc. The com parativ e 
costs between priv ately-owned and 
gov ernment-owned power projects 
are falsified by not including inter­ 
est charges 
^ the equiv alent of 
federal, state and local taxes which 
the priv ate com pany has to pay 
and the gov ernm ent project does 
not hav e to pay. The T reasu ry of 
the United States, and therefore 
the 
taxpayer, 
absorbs 
los.ses, 
if 
any, in the gov ernm ent project. 
M aybe the pef>ple w ant it that 
way, but it nev er w'as explained to 
the” people that this was a m ov e­ 
m ent in the direction of socializ­ 
ing a great industry and putting 
the cost of its 
operation on 
the 
taxpayer. At the present time, such 
an effort at socialization is being 
m ade with power dev eloped 
on 
the N iagara Riv er, where priv ate 
enterprise has been operating for 
i)0 years. 
F'or 30 years, the priv ately-own­ 
ed hydroelectric com panies on the 
N iagara Riv er ha^e sought to ex­ 
pand their facilities, but w'ere in­ 
hibited by our treaties with C ana­ 
da 
concerning 
w'ater 
div ersion. 
Now that that has 
been arranged, 
the federal gov ernm ent has seized 
upon the plans of these 
priv ate 
com panies and propo.ses to socia­ 
lize them —but w-ithout the p ack ag­ 
ing of flood control, irrigation, nav ­ 
igation, etc. This is a straight out- 
and-out plan for socialization. 
Here ii an instance concerning

Do they w ant socialization 
or not? Do they desire 
a duplicate 
gov ernm ent operation which can, 
by the elimination of tax factors, 
put priv ately-ow'ned operations on 
a non-competitiv e basis, thus de­ 
stroying the property v alues of an 
existing system of powder prov i­ 
sion.

AT BEST the adm inistration has 
striv en to do something about the 
scandals, if only to change the set­ 
up to m eet a popularclam or.

action inv olv ed. 
The B ureau of Internal Rev enue, 
of course, ought to be an independ­ 
ent agency of the gov ernm ent, lik e 
the Office of the Com ptroller G en­ 
eral. It should not be beholden to 
either the President, or the secre­ 
tary of the T reasury, or any ad­ 
m inistration. P lans to create such

The relationship between the tax­ 
payer and the gov ernm ent is one 
that requires not m erely fairness 
and equity on the part of the Bu­ 
reau of Internal Rev enue, but al.so 
an honest attitude on the p art of 
the citizen tow ard his taxpaying 
obligations. 
While 
“ av oidance” 
of

through the use of proper deduc­ 
tions is lawful and the principl« 
of “ av oidance” has been upheld by 
the Suprem e Court of the United 
States, it is the “ ev asion” of clear- 
cut tax obligations without any dis­ 
closure 
of 
taxable 
moneys 
that 
stands out in the bulk of the rases 
that come up for presecution. 
To fail to prosecute ev asion be 
succum bing to political influence 
is as dishone.n as to steal gov ern­ 
m ent funds for one’s own use. If

NEW YORK iiPi—Three budgets 
cause trouble. 
1 The family budget you set for 
your wife. Often this so depresses 
her that she buys a new dress— 
q uite rightly, of course-to regain 
her lost morale. 
2 The federal budget the Presi­ 
dent sets before Congress. The re­ 
sulting battle usually rages for 
months. 
3 The company budget the finan­ 
c e ’officers set for the foremen 
All too often this becomes a signal 
for undeclared warfare in the fac- 
tory. 
Budgets are being used more and 
more and more by business man­ 
agement. They aim at forecasting 
sales, costs, and the tax load, and 
then setting factor or department 
goals for production and operating 
rules for keeping manufacturing 
¡costs down. Budgets are drawn up 
by corporation controllers slide- 
rule boys who take the long, statis­ 
tical view, and are concerned with 
keeping the company books in the 
black. 
But budgets may backfire when 
workers, foremen and supervisors 
—the ones who make the company 
products—resent them as means of 
exerting management pressure. 
One foreman in a plant using the 
¡budget system says; “ I keep from 
'showing these figures to my wor-^ 
kers If I give them the heat with 
this budget stuff they’ll blow their 
top.” 
^ 
- 
To which a company finance of­ 
ficer replies; ‘‘There is need for 
more pressure. I think man is in­ 
herently lazy. People need to t e 


needled a bit, to make budgets 
more effective.” 
This problem of human relations 
is studied today in a survey of 
plants using budgets. The School 
of Business and Public adm inistra­ 
tion of Cornell University made the 
survey for the Controllership foun­ 
dation. 
The report shows the widespread 
resentment—and suggests ways of 
ironing out misunderstandings. 
Controllers see budgets as a way 
to improve performance and to dis­ 
cover inconsistencies, errors and 
weakness—and to report these to 
top management. Many foremen, 
q uite naturally, resent this as a 
form of tattling. 
When budgets go sour, the sur­ 
vey finds, controllers are likely to 
blame ‘‘the foremen’s lack of in­ 
terest, lack of education and mis­ 
understanding or m istrust of bud­ 
gets.” 
Factory supervisdrs. on the other 
hand, see budgets as something 
which ‘‘may arouse fear, resent­ 
ment, hostility and aggression” by 
employes and thus lead to de­ 
creased production.
